In 
U>dy is flat aud cov*r.-d with little buncii- 
e3 of £l>iltf huirs. Jl has Sis Itr^S that 
lool: tvi?\i\- enough, but it has a lK-a<! and 
pair wf jaws that ar<- as u-rriMe as those 
of an alligator. 


I'uable to move rapidly or lo lly, the 


ant lion «:iins its food by its \vi<dom. It 
mak(-.s ititfalls iu the band, down which 
the anis slidi- to (vrtaiu dc-:H]i. For the 
puri>os(- of tliKS'.'S this trap it hunts a 
spot of loose jiiul dry saml under tht- shel- 
ter of u ledge or old wall or at the foot 
of a tree. 
In such places auu> a:v sure 


to be miming about. 


Having found a p!:u-e for ilie jiilful! 


the :»ut lion makes in the s.ind a liitle 
round ditch about txvo inches across. 
I'laeiiig itM-lf on the inside of this circle 
it thrusts tht- hind j>art of its ln>dy under 
the <;aiid. 
l"<inK one of its fore legs :ts 


:l shovel it puts a load of »aud on its 
head, which Ts square and flat. Then it 
gives ils head a jerk which tosses the 
saud to a distance of several inches out- 
side the circle. This prof-ess is done over 
(the insect always moving backward) 
until another furrow is made. Turning 
and moving backward in the other direc- 
tion the third furrow is made inside the 
second circle. This is done over until the 
ant lion reaches the center of the funnel- 
like- pit thus formed. 
In shoveling out 


the sand the insect always difjs at ihe 
inner side of the circle and makes the 
hole always deeper. If the nnt lion finds 
a pebble in the Tvny. it carefully rolls it 
on to its back aud backs our ot" the pit 
with it. 
Failing in this, it diits a hole 


iv.ul Imrios the troublesome stone. When 
the pit is done, it is about two inches 
deep in the center, at which spot the ant 
linn takes its place, burying all but its 
terrible jaws from view. 


IVetty soon an nnt in search of food 


reaches the pit, looks down, sees two 
odd looking prongs in the bottom and 
starts to find out what they are. 
Then 


the sand begins to give way and the 
scared unt tries to crawl out. 
If it 


seems about to do this, the ant lion loads 
its head with sand aud snaps the sand 
at the ant. 
This is done so quickly 


that the poor ant is struck by shower 
after shower of sand and knocked back 
into the pit. 
After the :uit lion h:is sup- 


ped on the juices of the ant ;.t tosses 
the carcass out of the pit. tixes what- 
ever dfimnges may have been done in the 
capture and awaits another .int. 
The 


ant lion will not take a dead insect. 
It 


wants to do its own killing. 


After two years of this tricky life this 


ogre of the pit makes for itself a cocoon 
of sand, fastened 
together and lined 


with silk of fine texture and color. Ou 
the outside this cocoon looks like a little 
ball of sand about half an inch through. 
At the end of two mouths the cocoon is 
torn open and a large and beautiful fly. 
looking like a dragon fly, r-rawls out nnd 
unfolds its damp wings. Thus the fierce 
creature of the pitfall becomes a beauti- 
ful daudy of the insect world, which flits 
in the sunshine a few days aud dies, after 
having Itiid some otres that will h'ltch out 
more ant lions.'—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Crichton's family was of considerable 


importance and wealth and claimed royal 
descent. His father was lord advocate 
<irst to" Queen M.iry and afterward to 
King James VI. His mother, the daugh- 
ter of Sir Jc.ir.es Stewart. Members of 
Both families were eminent in Scottish 
history. 
The boy James Criehtou was 


sent to grammar school at Perth. 
He 


emerged :it the age of 10 and immediate- 
ly entered the famous University of St. 
Andrews. The students there were di- 
vided into what were called circles, ac- 
cording tn the talent they exhibited. Crich- 
ton advanced from one circle to another, 
until.when lie was biirely past 11, the uni- 
versity turned him out with the degree 
of master ot arts, accomplished in the sci- 
eiic". philosophy aud learning of the peri- 
od, uiul. as said, the master of a doy.cn liv- 
ing and dead languages. It AV«S the custom 
of young men of the time to finish their 
educations i<y making the grand lour of 
Europe. Crichton. supplied with letters 
from his family aud relatives to the ::o- 
bles ot" the French court, went to Paris 
first. 


His first action on arrival was to post a 


challongo in nil parts of the city offering 
to meet all comers at the College of Na- 
varre in debate in auy one of 12 lan- 
guages, "in any science, liberal art, dis- 
| cipline or faculty, whether practical or 


theoretic." Such contests were common 
to the age, but the challenge, coming 
from a hoy of 15, aroused deep interest. 
Au immense ci-owd was present on the 
<lay appointed. 
A dozen eminent phi- 


losophers aaJ divines presented^ them- 
selves. Crichton, without the semblance 
of effort, defeated all who attempted to 
cope with him. 
He was congratulated 


by the faculty ot the college and Henry 
III. then the gayest monarch in Europe, 
carried him oil U> his court. 
The next 


day Crichton appeared in the tourney aud 
with consummate ease remained victor iu 
that martial struggle. The king gave him 
an important command in the army. He 
remained in France two.years, dazzling 
the people with his accomplishments iu 
t>very direction. 


Crichton 
went next to Home and 


Venice. In the latter city his friends wore 
Speroiii- Speroni. one of the most It-anu-il 
names in Italian literature, John Duiiati. 
and Lorcnz.u Massa, secretary to the re- 
public of Venice. 
Several of the Latin 


poems Criehtou composed in this circle 
have descended. 
He was introduced to 


the doge anil tho senate and in their pres- 
ence doliMToit an oration so graceful and 
eloquent thnt, r^ceoidiugto luiperalis, "he 
was esteemed a prodigy of nature." The 
Venetians \\cre enraptured over his ele- 
gant manners, his learning and accom- 
plishments. Criehtou went to Padua and 
posted an invitation to meet him in de- 
bate on the philosophy .of Aristotle—then 
a suhji-ct absorbing the educated minds 
of all EuVope. The argument lasted three 
days, and tin1 handsome young Scotch- 
man was as usual an easy victor over the 
Itarued mi:n who took the opposite to 
hiu:. 


At Mantua a famous Italian duelist 


lived \vho had vanquished many antago- 
nists. Criehtou sent him a challenge and 
nest day ran tho Italian through tho 
body. 
The Duhe of Mantua engaged 


him as tutor for his son Vincenxo di (»on- 
zaza. The court of Mantua was celebrat- 
ed for its patronage of the Italian drama. 
'1 ho finest troupe of actors in Kurnpe. de- 
nominated 1 (.jelosi. was attached to it. 
Crichton com posed a species of comedy 
for tin- company, satirizing the weakness- 
es of the various occupations in life, then 
undertook to sustain himself the most 
prominent and dithcult characters in the 
piece. Even the actors wore carried away 
with 
enthusiasm, 
so 
marvelous 
was 


Crichton's acting. 


The young Duke Vlnccnzo. his pupil, 


was jealous of Crichton, who found favor 
in the eyes of a beautiful young noble 
woman Avhom Vinccnzo had wooed in 
vain. One night Crichton, walking home 
through the streets, playing as he went 
slung on his ?uitar, was suddenly attack- 
ed by six masked men. He flung away 
the guitar, drew his sword nnd quickly 
killed tAvo of his antagonists, put 
tAvo 


more to flight and disarmed the lender. 
The latter's mask fell off. It was the 
young Duke Vinccnzo. Crichton dropped 
on his knee aud presented his oAVn sword 
to his pupil. The duke took it nnd thrust 
it through Crichton's) body.

ti-r and that, excepting at extreme low 
tide, the gray granite tower is entirely 
surrounded by water. It is the American 
"Eddystone," but if anything it is more 
exposed than that famous light off the 
English coast. 
Outlying ledges some- 


what protect tho Eddystone from heavy 
seas, and the rock ou which it stands is 
above water in all tides, so that it offers 
a better foundation than Minot's. This 
latter has no protection against the full 
sweep of a northeaster except a ledge 
known as the outer Mioot, and this is en- 
tirely submerged at high tide. 


The crash which made me start was re- 


peated again and again during the night, 
as wave after wave swept in and broke 
against the tower. In heavy storms there 
are times when from the shore, some 
miles distant, Minot's ledge lighthouse 
seems to be buried by the sea. 
The 


waves strike the tower about 20 feet 
above the base and send tons of spray as 
high as 2o feet above the dome.

mass of water then comes crashing down 
upon the lantern aud, streaming over it, 
falls like a cataract into the ocean. The
